carry 12 to 24 inches of wood, depending on their nature and habit of growth, All plants, stocky, 
well rooted, with three or more branches. 


No. 2.—Hybrid Perpetuals and Climbers carry 18 to 24 inches of wood. Teas, Hybrid Teas, etc. 
10 to 18 inches, All plants stocky, well rooted with three or more branches. 


No. 3.—An unusually good grade this season, as we have a lot of stocky, well established little 
plants just under the requirements of our No. 2 grade. These will do for mailing in many instances, 
fine for transplanting. Ask for a sample.

ANDRE GAMON. H. T. Vigorous gower, fine bronzy foliage, long finely shaped buds, flowers 
large and full, upon rigid strong stems. Color deep rose and carmine. 


ANTOINE RIVOIRE. H. T. Creamy white tinted with pink, full and double.
